O.A.U. Leaders Hopeful 
TUNIS, June 15 (Reuters) - The 
Organization of African Unity ended 
its annual meeting here today on an 
optimistic note after winning a cease- 
fire agreement in Rwanda.

France Talks of Intervention 
PARIS, June 15 (Reuters) — The 
French Foreign Minister said today 
that his Government and its Euro- 
pean and African allies were pre- 
pared to intervene militarily to 
Rwanda if massacres continued and 
a cease-fire was not respected. 

The Foreign Minister, Alain Juppe, 
told reporters the intervention could 
take puce "relatively soon if we 
learn of new massacres in coming 


da ^!f massacres continue and if the 
cease-fire is not respected, I say to- 
day that France, along with its main 
European and African partners, is 
prewired to launch a ground inter- 
vention to protect groups threatened 
with extinction," Mr. Juppe said. 

Mr JuppeVwho spoke after testify- 
ing befofethe National Assembly s 
Foreign Affairs Committee, sarf 
President Francois Mitterrand I and 
Prime Minister Edouard Batladur 
had discussed the possibil tty of mili- 
tary intervention earlier today. The 
Foreign Minister also said he had 
suggested to the Secretary General 
onTuesday that 2,000 to 3.000 Umtod 
NaUonTpeacekeepers be transferred 
from Somali* to Rwanda. 
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
